Paris, Got. 24,— The Russians wont to 
Versailles this afternoon on a special train, 
Admiral Ai^elan riding in tho carriage used 
by Queon Victoria when she passed through 
Franco. Thoy stopped a few miifutes at 3t. 
Cloud and Sevres to receive addresses from 
the looal authorities. At Versailles all the 
approaches to the railway station were 
filled with cheering orowda. Tho rooms 
had been transformed into a salon, with 
maroon hangings, rod carpeta, palms and 
flowera. The Buaaians looked through tho 
palace with minute iutereat. In response 
to repeated calls for them, they appeared on 
tho balcony outaido tho aalon, where tho 
German Empire was proclaimed. They 
were greeted ivith the cry, " Vive 1' Alli- 
ance." They drove to tho Grand Trianon, 
the villa occupied by Louis XIV for Madame 
Mdintenon, and saw tho apartments of 
Marjo Antoinette. They then went to tho 
I'olil Trianon and the Baesin Neptune, 
where they watched the foiintuine play. 
They were buck in Paris ahortly before 3 
o'olook. An immense crowd welcomed 
them, the cheering being little short of 
delirium. Tho fetes will end this evening 
with a general illumination and a gala per- 
formance at the opera. Several journals 
comment upon the fact that M. Eiffel, who 
was found guilty of enormona frauda in con- 
nection with tho Panama canal, received 
laat evening his sooiat whtte'waahing. He 
was at the tower bearing his name to re- 
ceive the RnasianB with hU decoration of 
the Legion of Honor in fall view. He shook 
hands with Admiral Avelan and General 
Loisetton, and touched glaaaea and drank 
with them repeatedly. Both ofiBoera trsa ted 
him with diatiaotion.

Paris, Oct. 24^ —President Cirnot to-day 
gave a luncheon in honor of the Russian 
visitors at the Palais d'KIyeee. The Rus- 
aian i(uesta arrived shortly before noon and 
were heartily received by Gamot, Amonp; 
the guests, aside from the Russian naval 
officers and several members of the French 
navy, were Gen. Saussier, military governor 
of Paris, and Baron de Mohrenheim, rlie 
Russian ambassador to France. Baron de 
Mohrenheim replied to the toast of tho 
Czar in a brilliant speech. 

The KelcIiHralh anil the Ciovrrunicnt. 

London-, Oct. 24.— The Standard cor- 
respondent at Vienna says the Reiclisrath 
before adjourning showed its hostility to the 
Government by adopting a motion that tho 
committee which is considering Bohemian 
measures shall ait in public, though the 
Government deolared that it could ouly ac- 
quaint the oommittee with a list of anti- 
dynastic ofTonses in Bohemia, provided it 
aits with cloaed doors. Tho dissolution of 
the House ia ouly a (lueatioii of days, and 
the Go.erniiient will probably demand that 
tho committee shall, adjourn rather than 
divulge its secrets in open sittings. 

Editorial Boeiallsts. 

Cologne, Got. 25. — At to-day's session of 

the national conurcsa of the Sooiul-Demo- 
cratio party, Herr Fischer, defending tho 
Vorwaerls, organ of tho Socialiata, from at- 
tacka made upon it yesterday by several dis- 
contented delegates to tho congress, advised 
that provincial editors remain in tho prov- 
inces. He urged that agitation in tho rural 
diatricta should bo conducted by men of 
agrarian stamp, not by lino gentlemen.

The Moors Will Not Stop Fightlner, 
DQ^plto tho Efforts of 
the Sultiu. 

A Spanish Cruiser Worlis Great 
Havoc in the Arab 
Trenches. 



Madrid, Get. 24. — The latest advices 

from Melilla show that the Spanish troops 
gained a decided victory over the Moors on 
Saturday. Early Sunday morning General 
Margallo, the Spanish commander, sent to 
Bjja-cl-Arbi a final warning that unless he 
curried out by noon the promises he made 
on Thursday to persuade the Arabs to de- 
stroy their ectrenohmenta and cease resist- 
ance, the Spaniards will forthwith open a 
cannonade on tho Moors. Tho Spaniards 
watched Baja-el-Arbi, accompanied by a 
strong escort of Morocco regulars, ride to 
the rebel posts and harangue tho native 
chiefs, endeavoring to bring about u cessa- 
tion of hostilities. Ho met with a strong 
refusal. 

At noon General Margallo called out tho 
garrison and ordered furta Cumelo and San 
Lorenzo, the nearest to tho Kabyl trenches, 
to prepare for action. Tho cruiser Vanoito 
at the same time approached tho mouth of 
the Ouro, going aa near to the shoro as tho 
rough sea would allow. Aa soon as tho 
Arabs saw tho cruiser, a large body dashed 
to tho shoro and began firing at her with 
rifles, but their shots fell wide off the mark. 
The Vanoito came to onchnr in an advan- 
tageous position and bombarded tho Arabs 
with shot, and shell, to which tho natives re- 
plied with u harmless fuailade. 

Tho Vanoito's Hotohkiss guns wrought 
hnvoo in tho Arab trenches. Besides this, 
sheila were thrown among them which muat 
have done serioua execution, ua Boveral 
ahella were Been to fall into the midat of 
groupa of borsoinon. The engagement 
lasted an hour and tho Vanoito returned to 
Melilla harbor without having sustained any 
damage. Soldiera from tho San Lorenzo 
fort had a skirmish with tho Arabs several 
days II go on the banks of tho Ouro. Tho 
soldiers wero fired upon while chasing a 
stray mute which tho Arabs were also pur- 
suing. Tho lieutenant in command of the 
Sfianiards fired his revolver at the Arabs 
and the soldiera poured a volley upon them, 
putting them to flight. 

General MargoUo led a aortie to-day from 
the forts at Melilla and destroyed tho 
trenches dug by the Moors on Spanish terri- 
tory. There waa no engagement with tho 
tribeamen. The correspondent sending this 
news hints that be was prevented from sond- 
ing a full account of tho Bortie.

A, F. Cooko, of Honolulu, apeaking of the 
Miowera disaster says, in the Xaooma 
Ledger : " There were 1,500 bags of rice, 

•1,000 bunches of bananas and 800 pine- 
apples, lying on the wharf at Honolulu for 
shipment to Victoria on. the Miowera 
These had to remain until tho departure of 
the Auatralia. Of the banunua 1,U0U 
bunches became too ripe to ahip before tho 
Auatralia left and were sold at 2^ centa a 
bunch and the reat had to bo repacked. 
The Miowera's cargo of fruit was sold at 
auction and the canned goods and general 
morchandiao, of which there were about 
forty tona, sent to San Francisco by the 
Australia. Late exchanges from Honolulu 
contaiu full purticulara of the wreck and 
tho uneucceuaful ell'orta to float the 
ateauiship. There ia couaiderablo dis- 
pute us to tho point from which 
tho Miowera made the entry of the paa- 
sago. Soya the Bulletin : While some 
mamtained that she followed the usual 
route from tho bell buoy, paasiug tlio apar 
buoy on her atarboard aide without making 
tho necessary turn at this point, others as- 
sert that she entered from tho liwa aide of 
tho uaaaage, and tho captain, liuding him- 
aelf suddenly iu shallow water, gave orders 
fnr turning around and heading her out 
again, and that it was while making the 
turn that she went aground. The place 
where tho Miowera grounded ia just about 
that point of the Kwa side reef which atoam- 
ora from Waianao and Kauai round in on- 
tcrirg tho harbor. It ia a locality well 
known to yacbtamen, who give it a wide 
berth on account of tho rocky shoal adja- 
cent, with breakers in the near distance. 
British Minister Wodehouae statea that it 
will be his duty to convene a court of in- 
quiry into the diaaater. 

THE " M.VPD S." 

A private letter received yesterday from 
Vokohama announces that tho Victoria 
schooner Maud S, haa reported to the resi- 
dent British consul and ia now preparing 
her case, which ia a atrong one. No matter 
what tho outcome of tho trial is, tho schoon- 
er will winter at Yokohama, and if she wins 
tho day will outfit there in the spring.

THE JAPS' TALE OF WOE. 

Four Score Llttlo lion who Give a Poor Ac- 
count of the American Lund of Promise. 

Tho mails brought on the Empreas yea- 
torday include a copy of tho Japan Daily 
Mail, . in ..yfhioh .there Js^oople-d^the latest 
reference by the vernacular 'press to the 

case of tho Japonose laborers who emi- 
grated to British Columbia and there fared 
so unfortunately. According to ,tho ac- 
count now published, it would seem that 
eighty-four laborers, beloncing to tho pre- 
feotures of Ivumamoto, Hiroahima, Okay- 
ama, ond Wakaromo, sailed for Victoria 
on tho 29th of July. Thoy placed implicit 
oonfidenoa in tho story told thoni by tho 
agents that immediately on landing 
in British Columbia thoy would find employ- 
ment at a minimum rate of §1.50 per diem, 
but they found, on reaching Victoria, that 
work waa exceedingly diliionlt to procure. 
Finally it waa decided that 33 of the num- 
ber should go toFortland and the remainder 
to San Franciaoo, but when the latter batch 
attempted to land in San Franciaco, thoy 
weru restrained by the local .authorities, 
Forced to return to Victoria, they were 
joined there by eight of their former com- 
rades wboae attempt to procure employment 
in Portland had been wholly unsuccessful. 
Without work and without money, atarva- 
tion stared them in the face. Thoy had to 
try to keep body and soul together with 
a mere handful of rice daily. At 
last thoy resolved to sacrifioe everything 
for the purpose of returning to Japan. 
With this object thoy put together all tho 
mnnoy in thoir posaosaion, and devoted it to 
procuring a homeward passage for one of 
their number, who was inatrucled to arriingo 
for tho Bulo of everything convertible into 
coin whicli they owned in their native vil 
lagca. This man reached Kobe on Lho l.'ith 
Se|)tomber, and his talo having become 
known to tho Hyogo I'refectural uuthoriticu, 
ho waa sent for and aakod many (|uc.stions, 
but aa three weeks had elupHiiil ainco bo loft 
hia destitute comrades in Victoria, ho waa 
unablo to give any dolinite account of thoir 
condition, and entertained feara that aome 
of them might have died of starvation in 
tho interval.

CABINET 'I^ROUBLES. 



Unless the Factious Are Harmonized, 
the German Seichstag: Will 
Be Paralyzed. 



The Czar Explicitly Declared That He 
Sid Mot Desire French 
Demoostratlons. 



Bertjn, Oot. 24. —The setni-ofBoiul dailies 
continued until Friday morning to deny the 
reports of diuaunaions between Chanuellor 
TOQ Caprivi and Count Eulenberg, Prussian 
, miniator. All references to a quarrel be- 
tween the premiers were pronouDced as pure 
inventions. On Friday and Saturday, how- 
over, the inspired editors were dumb, al' 
tliough the old reports were bsing revived 
in various forma. Tlio fact is that a miuia- 
terial orisia suddenly became imminent, and 
the editom, while making too much of tho 
cabinet fend, are in most respects telling the 
facts. Enlenberg precipitated . the trouble. 
He told the Emperor that he should resign 
.in case Caprivi a ooncessions to Russia in 
the tariff negotiations should be approved. 

Behind this ostensible reason for wishing 
to resign, however, is a deep intrigue, iu 
which l3r, Basse, Dr. Miguel and Herr Von 
Heyden, all cabinet ministers, have played 
leading parts. Caprivi has not interfered 
in the Prussian election campaign. He has 
left Eulouburg a free hand in every detail. 
Nevertheless the agrarians openly accuse 
him of assiatiiig candidates who favor a 
tariff reform policy. These charges have 
produced such a state of anarchy in the 
corps of tho liuasian ofiiciala ua has not been 
known before in the kingdom. This split- 
ting of bureaucracy must be remedied by 
tho Emperor. Uiilcsa he interferes to luvr- 
moni/.a tho factious) before the assembling of 
the Reiachttag ulllbiiainesa of tliat body will 
be paralyzed. Already the fuud baa passed 
the boundarioB of Prussia and Prussian 
parties, and is confusing political issues in 
other parts of the empire. Bismarck's 
organs reiterate jubilantly, "..We, told you 
so." 

The Hamburf^'er Nachriohten recurs to 
tho old contention that tho posts of Chan- 
cellor and Prussian Premier must be held by 
one man, as during tho Bismarck regime. 
The only wuy out of tho preaonb difliculty, 
it says, ia that Caprivi retire, leaving liulen- 
burg free to mike the Government's policy. 
Those neareot tho Emperor adhere to Ca- 
privi, who retains the entire confidence of 
his sovereign. It is intimated generally that 
the fight ia a hard ono for tho Chancellor. 
He haa few strong friends and a host of 
powerful enemiea. Agrarian members of 
tliB Ilusaian treaty commission, finding tho 
Chancellor unyielding, have abandoned their 
attitude of uncompromisiDg opposition to 
the treaty and have offered to assent to a 
redaction of import duties on Bussiaa grain 
on the condition that it shall not be more 
than €Te marica per metraoentner; also that 
the duty sjiall be raised as the value of tho 
rouble falls, aind lowered as the rouble rises. 
Obvioasly each as arrangement would open 
. .the way.to.i^ild apecalation in rouble notes. 
That the Agrarians will oonoelde even the 
small amonnt'indioated is a siftn of weak- 
ness of their position. 

General Von Werder, German ambas- 
sador to Russia, who is returning from a 
three weeks' sojuuru in Wiesbaden to hia 
official post, had an audience with the Em- 
peror in Potsdam yesterday- The meeting 
could hardly have been agreeable to tho 
general aa he misled tho Emperor and Cap- 
rivi concerning tho Czir'a instructions to 
Baron Mohrenheim and Admiral Avelan be- 
fore tho French fetes. Nothing could have 
been more explicit than the Czar's asaur- 
ances that he did not desire to encourage 
French demonstrations. An official of the 
Russian mission made tho round of tho 
European capitals to proclaim tho message 
of peace. It ia aigoificant that since tho 
Czar's visit to the Frtnoh cruiser laly off 
Copenhagen tho Russian presa has been 
allowed to run riot in the matter of Rusao- 
French relationa. Iu St. Petersburg the 
Novoe Vreniya has recorded or invented an 
incident not reported by the Frence Press. 
The story ia that Admiral Avelan received 
in Paris a deputation from Alsace, and after 
receiving from them an address distinctly 
hostile to Germany, expressed tho hope that 
Alsace find Lorriiino would bo won back by 
France. If Count Muenster should be able 
to verify this utory the Emperor would bo 
as likely as not to demand from the Cz tr 
satisfaction «f some sort. 



BEAZIL'8 PKOVISIOKAL PEESIDBNT 

Admiral liello Cnnfldently Fredlcts the Vltl- 

mato Downfall of "the 
Tyrant I'elioto." 

New YoiiK, Oct. — A Herald dispatch 
from Montevideo soys : News received from 
Rio states that Fredericho Culmero haa been 
proclaimed provisional president of Brazil 
by Admiral Mello. He is captain of one of 
the rebel warships, and the provisional gov- 
ernment of which ho is now declared presi- 
dent waa established some days ago at Dea- 
terro. Hoinbardmcnt has been suspended. 

Tho Republic I appeared outside of Mon- 
tevideo and waa promptly quarantined. 
She signalled tho Tiradenties to-dsy to come 
outside and fight, but so reply was made. 
The Uruguayan officers refused pratique to 
the Repnblioa, and would not even allow 
her to oommunioate with idioro, so after 
being supplied with water and coal she 
sailed north again. Uruguay declined to 
comply with the request of the Brazilian 
minis^r here to arrest revolutionary qhiefs 
who visit Montevideo. 

Admiral Mello issued another proolama- 
tion to day exhorting his comrades to con- 
tinue their efforts and assuring them of the 
ultimuto downfall of " tho tyrant Pi;ix')lo." 
Ho declares tho president endii ivored to 
asaaesinate^him by means of an albutr loaded 
with dynamite, which was sent to Mello 
with the connivance of Feixoto.

Company Formed to Htock the Aleutian 
Islands With lilaek and 
/ Blue Foxes. 

■ Seattle, Oot. 24.— John Shepherd, of 

Now York, v-'ho recently returned from 
Alaska, states that for the purpose of per 
petuating the vanishing fur supply of 
Alaska, certain men of enterprise have gone 

into the business of breeding black and blue 

foxea on uninhabited islands along tho coast, 
He calculates that when tho seals shall have 
been finally exterminated the world may 
still look to that region for aomo of cho most 
valifablo and beautiful polta known. Ho 
says that a corporation called the Smoda 
propogating oonipnuy recently stocked 
number of islands with foxes. Tho lands 
thus employed are wholly barren and con- 
aequently valueless for anything else. Mr, 
Shepherd said : 

" Tho breeding of blue foxes baa already 
been made very suocosslul on ono of tho 
I'ribilolT ialaeda, that of St. Georgo in tho 
Behring Sea. Of their increase 10,000 have 
been killed and skinned for market. One 
advantage of this industry ia that it,iuvol 
no expense for tho cure or feeding of tho 
animals. All that is required is to let loose 
a few pairs. However, it is very important 
that they ahall not bo interfered with during 
the period of reproduction. Those which 
are taken must at all times bo trapped, and 
not shot. This is a provision that results in 
their becoming very tame in the course of a 
few generations. 

" In tho same region there are rod, white 
and cross foxes. Skins of the last-named 
variety, which is supposed to be a cross be- 
tween tho red and the black, are quoted at 
from 85 to $8 wholesale. The others «re 
worth only about $1 apiece, because, al- 
though they are very beautiful, they are 
much more common nod more easily obtain- 
ablo. Blaok foxes are so rare as to be hard 
to procure for breeding purposes. 

" The breeding of blue foxes is a business 
regularly prosoouted on the Uommander 
islands in the western part of Behring Sea, 
which belong to Russia and have the only 
fur seal rookeries besides those of the Pribi- 
lof group. When the explorer Behring first 
landed on the island of that name he found 
it fairly swarming with thoso four-footed 
beasts. They were so tamo ond fearless that 
they could not bo driven away. They ate 
up his provisions and even attempted to de- 
vour tho men who were helpless with sonrvy. 
To got rid of them bits of brush were tied 
to their tails and sot afire. 

"Great numbers were killed with clubs, 
and all aorta of expcdionta were tried, but it 
waa imposaiblo to frighten them off. When 
Dr. S'ienegor, of tho Smithsonian Institute, 
visited Behring island not long ago for tho 
purpoae of obtaining a skeleton of tho ex- 
tinct Arctic aeaoow he was anxious also to 
secure specimens of certain rare auks which 
are washed aolioro by storms, but the foyfin 
were so quick to grab them that he could 
get very fow. The natives there kill an 
average of 1,000 foxes annually, all of them 
being trapped."

One of Bnssia's Most Distlngrnished 
Generals, Bemoyecl by 
Death. 



His eareer and tbe Honors He Barned 
—Crossed tho Balkans 
iu AViuter. 



BmissELs, Oot. 24. — A special dispatch to 
the Independence Beige from Vienna says 
Count G >urko, one of the most distinguished 
generals in the Busso-Turkish war, died to. 
day at Lemberg, capital of Oalicia. 

Joseph VaBsilyevich Gourko was of Pol- 
ish origin, and waa born in 182S and oducat 
od at tho Imperial " Corps de Pages." He 
was created ensign of tho regiment of hus- 
sars of the Imperial body guard, 184G. In 
1857 he was already captain, and command- 
ed a squadron in the same regiment, being 
appointed adjutant to the Emperor in 1860. 
Made a colonel in 18GI; in 1866 commander 
of tho Marinopol hussars ; named major- 
general by the Emperor in 1867 and ordered 
to bo of hia auite. Next commander of tho 
Imperial guard, then. In 1873, of tho first 
brigade of the second division of tho Caval- 
lerie de la garde. Took part, though in in- 
ferior ranks, in the Crimean campaign. 

On tho 'Jylh of June, 1877, with a de- 
tachment of cavalry and one battery ho 
attacked and took by assault the strong and 
powerfully occupied town of Tirnovo. On 
July .Tlh ho occupied Ivuzinlyk and the vil- 
lage of Shipka, and after occupying and de- 
fending the passages of Shipka, Ifanko and 
others, he, together with General Uadetsky, 
traversed tho Halkaus in tho middle of tho 
winter snowHtornis and froata, with few 
losses, and led tho victorioua Russian troops 
into the fertile valloya beyond, thus occupy- 
ing Sofia, I'hilippopolia and Adriauople. 
Tho hazardous and almost impossible feat 
of traversing the Bilkana in tho middle of 
winter will forever remain ono of the great- 
est deeds performed by the soldiers of Ilus- 
sia.

He was made a 
count in 1878, and shortly afterwards ap- 
pointed governor of Warsaw.

THE WAR IN AFltlVA. 

Attention has been for the moment divert 
ed from Mr. Oladatone's Home Bale gyra' 
tlons to the little war in South Africa. This 
war ia, inone sense, peonliar. It is not a 
national war. One of the belligerents is a 
mercantile and ooloniaiug company and the 
other is a horde of warlike savages. Tho 
nation may be drawn into the contest by 
and by, bat, just now, it seems to occupy 
the position of a deeply interested spec 
tfttor. 

The Metabele, from all acconnts, are the 

Spartans of South Africa. They are a nation 
ot soldiers. Their trade is war. They were 
for a time a community of celibates, but ono 
of their sovereigna perniittad marriajjo 
among them under certain conditions and 
reatriottons. A soldier of the Metsbele legion 
oannot marry until he has killed anenemy in 
war, and the custom was that ho must 
stool a wife from among the poaceful and in- 
dnstrioua people, over «hom his nation 
tyrannised. The fighting strength of 
Lobenguk, the King of the Metubele, ia 
twenty thousand men who are inured to 
war, and who do not appear to know what 
hnmanity means. 

The sphere of the inflnenoe of the South 
Africa Company ia the region of South 
Africa lying immediately north of British 
BoohuanuUnd Q^id to tho north ind west of 
tho South African Kopublio, and to tho west 
oE the Portuguese dominions." The com- 
pany la Invested with large powers. It has 
authority " to oonatruot roada, railways, 
telegraphs and to carry on mining and other 
industries, to make conceasions, mining 
forestal and other rights, and to make 
grants ol land." Some of ita duties are 
" to discourage und abolish as far as posbiblo 
any system of slave trade or of domestio 
enforced servitude ; to regulate the traQlo 
in spirits and to prohibit their sale to tho 
natives ; to grant freedom of religious wor- 
ship, ami, while administering justice, to 
pay duo regard to the laws and customs of 
tho various tribes." Tho chartered com- 
pany has power to build fortified stations 
and to defend ita settlements when at- 
taoked, bnt it is not allowed to engage in 
offensive warfare. It has in Mashonaland 
four forts— Tuli, Victoria, Charter and 
Salisbury — all of which appear to bo fairly 
well garrisoned. Its armed force, not count- 
ing ttio vokmteers, is one thousand strong. 
The Company has had offers from the Boers 
of a strong detaobment of splendid marka- 
men. On the wholq it is evident that tho 
company, if it ia allowed a free 
hand, ia in a pretty good position to defend 
itself. What tbefrienda of the colonists wero 
afraid of was thali the Imperial Qovernmcnt 
would Interfere to ' prevent their dealing 
with their savage enemies and neighbors in 
the only way they might consider effective. 
But it appears that, as far aa tho Motabolo 
are concerned, there ia little to fear on tliia 
hoad. It is but reasonable that these men 
who have been permitted to settle in a dis- 
tant land among tribes of ruthless bar- 
barians should be allowed a wide measure of 
discretion in dealing with their enemies. 
It ia absurd to permit men to engage in 
entcrpriaea of groat danger and at tho 
same tiino to prevent their doing what 
they consider necessary^ to defend tbem- 
aclves. Besides, the South Africa Com- 
pany may well* be trusted to deal humanely 
with the natives of the country which it 
ocoupicB. It ia composed of men of high 
character, whoso main object b to civilize 
tho people of South Africa, Ita trusted 
servants are humane men who, no doubt, 
take a wide and an enlightened view of the 
ioterests of the company whose prosperity 



they are bound to promote, and of the 
nation to which they belong. Harmless and 
civilizable people like the Mashonaa will be 
certainly greatly benefitted by the settle- 
ment of white men omong them who will 
make them free, who will treat them 
well and who will protect them from their 
enemies. If they teaoh human wolves like 
the Metabele a stern lesson in the only 
wuy they oanappreolate and understand, they 
will not ofily do miinh for that part of South 
Africa which the savages infest, bul they 
will benefit humanity. A nation of slave 
makers and slave drivers must be either 
conquered or exterminated. 

Iho South Africa Company has already 
done much to civilize and improve the 
country within its sphere of influence. It 
iias constructed l'J(3 miles of railroad from 
Kimberly to Oryburg. It is constructing a 
lino from Oryburg to Mafiking. Prom 
Mafiking to Fort Salisbury it baa made a 
lino of telegraph 810 miles in length. It 
has constructed tho Solous road 'IGO miles 
long, from Maeloustie Fort to Mount 
Hampden. Roads, railroads and tele- 
graph lines are good oivilizers, and 
the South Africa Company having made 
80 good a beginning will bo compelled 
to continue its work of opening up the coun- 
try. Mr. Rhodes, ita leading spirit, has 
projected a telegraph lino which will connect 
Central Africa with Egypt, tlius bringing 
Europe into direct and almost instantaneous 
communication with the settlements and 
stations of Darkest Africa. 

It may be said that tho British and C!er- 
ninna and Portugueao and Italians and 
French have uo business in Africa. They 
have as much business in Afrioa as the white 
man had in America, What would the world 
be to-day, if the people of Europe had listened 
to tho sentimentalists of the days immedi- 
ately succeeding those of Columbus, and re- 
frained from occupying the Now NVorld? 
Tho working men of tho world want the 
M'hole world. Nothing leaa will satisfy 
them. 

THE CONTEST IN OHIO. 

Mr. MoKinley, the godfather of the fa- 
mous tariff that bears his name, is candidate 
for the olllco of Governor of Ohio in the elec- 
tion which is to come oil' next montM. Tho 
State politicians have aucceeded in making 
the issue at that election a purely foderu 
one. Mr. McKinloy represents the princi 
pie of high protection, which is embodied in 
his tariff, and Mr. Neal represents the Dem 
ocratic policy of tariff reform. Ohio has 
been for many yeara staunchly Republican 
and enthusiastically protectionist. But in 
spito of this, tho Democrats do not object to 
the issue that has been raised. If the State 
elects the Demooratie candidate, which 
seems to us very unlikely, for Mr. 
McKinley ia personally popular, 
a victory will bo claimed for 
the Adminiatration's trade policy ; if 
Mr. McKinlcy gains tho day, tho protec- 
tionists of the United States will tako it as 
an indioatlon that their principles are still 
popular,and they will feel encouraged to con 
tinue the fight on the old lines. 

It seems singnlar that a State election 
should be made by common consent a test of 
the popularity of a policy which is purely 
Federal, but no doubt tho politicians of 
Ohio, of both sides, knew what they were 
about when they allowed proteotion or tariff 
reform to be made the issue at the election. 
It is said, too, that Mr. McEinley is the 
most hopeful Republican candidate for tho 
Presidency, and that if ho ia again elected 
Governor of Ohio, his chances of nomination 
will be greatly Increased. The election in 
Ohio is almost the only State election that 
the people of the United States, as a whole, 
take an Interest in. The other elections are 
for the most part only local affairs. 

This being what is called an off year in 
the United States, tho State elections are 
comparatively fow. There are to bo elec- 
tions in Now York, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Iowa, West Virginia, 
Maryland and Virginia. The Populists are 
preparing to make a vigorous fight in one or 
two of these States, but that party appears 
to have seen the beat of ita days. Tho 
people seem to be getting tired of political 
faddists and extremists. 



It may direct publio attention fi'om a prao- 
tlcal - -measure, -and it may convince 
the'peo'ple of'Ontario that the Provincial 

Government has nothing to do with the en- 
aotmout of a prohibitory law, and that if 
they want such a law they must look to the 
Dotninioii Parliament to give it to them. It 
does seem as If the' only objeot that the 
Ontario Government had in enacting the 
piebeaoite law was to got rid of an unpleas- 
ant question and to prove to tho advocates 
of prohibition that tho roaponaibility of 
granting or withholding prohibition lay, not 
with the Provincial, hut with the Federal 
Legislature. Taking tho vote of tho people 
of tho Province on » queation which Is out- 
side the jurisdiction of tho Province seems 
to bo a useless and an unreasonable proceed- 
ing. 

THAT nOMBARDMhlNT. 

Ono of tho most bewildering things we 
read of is the bombardment of JUo Janeiro. 

It is many weeks now since that bombard- 
ment commenced — in tho telegrams. It 
has continued ai;eadily ever since, so that if 
there ia any truth in the reports tliat have 
reached us, there would, at the present mo- 
ment, bo very little of Rio Janeiro to bom- 
bard. There would, in faot, bo hardly one 
atouo left on another of its buildings and 
fortifications. But it aeoma tho city ia atill 
the homo of thousands who have lived in it 
and puraued their dili'erent iivocutions dur- 
ing thia long and terrible bombardment. 
Thero was some diacuaaion us to whether it 
waa not the duty of humane neutrals to 
interfere for the proteotion of life and pro. 
perty, but it appears now that tho feelings 
of neutrala were not greatly harrowed by 
tho operations of the rebel fleet.

THE PLSBI80ITE. 

The ((uoation to be aubmitted to tho peo- 
ple of Ontario this fall is : 

" Are you in favor of immediate prohibi- 
tion by law of the importation, manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age ? " 

It is a little diflioult to see what practical 
purpose is to be served by applying to tho 
people of that Province for an answer to the 
above question. If a majority of tho electors 
saythat they aro infavor of a prohibitory law, 
tho Province will be no nearer passing one 
than it ia at present. Tho veto is not in 
any way authoritative ; it does not bind 
anyone to anything. After tho vote has 
been taken, matters, aa regards prohibition, 
will be precisely where they were before the 
election, 

A knowledge that the vote will have no 
practical effect will, no doubt influence many 
of Ibo electors. Knowing that thoir voto 
can have uo inlliienco, either in bringing on or 
keeping off prohibition, they will be careless 
how they vote. Even as a tost of opinion 
on tho subject of prohibition, the Oatario 
plebiscite will bo of very little use. The 
probability, to say the very least, ia that 
tho provinces have no power to enact a pro- 
hibitory law. Tho majority of tho voters 
of Ontario aro by no moans a majority of 
the voters of tbe ]>omin ion, So that even 
if Ontario votes by a large majority in favor 
of prohibition tho question aa to tho state 
of public opinion with regard to a prohibi- 
tory law for tho Dominion will be very far 
from being decided. 

Although the plebiscite may be most un- 
satlsfaotory from every point of view, it 
may: answer tho purpose for which it was

Nkw York, Oct. '21.— Charley Mitchell has

The Royal Mail Steamship Einpress of 
Japan arrived in about two o'clock yester- 
day afternoon on her thirteenth voyage homo- 
ward from Hongkong and Yokohama. She 
brought 28 saloon, 12 intermediate and 20,'l 
stoorage passengers, the last named being 
Chinese and Japanese. The freight con- 
sisted of 2,579 tons of general merchandiso, 
of whioh 73 tons, or 70(5 packages, were for 
Victoria. Four auloon and thirty-two Chin- 
ese passengers disombarkod at Victoria, and 
five Chineso women intended for here wont 
on to Vancouver on tho advice of the local 
custom house olliijcr, who did not feel satis- 
fied that thnir boainesa nas legitimate. 

The trip was rough, buc uneventful. 
While the Japan was at Hongkong there 
were a number of Chineso vessels wrecked 
in a series of typhoons, but no lives wore 
lost. Three days out from Yokohama she 
passed tho steamer Tacoma, of tho North- 
ern Pacido lino, bound for Tacoma. 

Tho saloon paasoiigors who disembarked 
hero were R, C. Holt, H. C. Jarrett, R. N. 
Venning antl Dr. A. E ZooyelT. Those who 
proceeded on to Vancouver were Charles A. 
Conolly, Miss Donalds, W. D. S. Edwards, 
Capt. Enquiat, W. J. Hancock, (lupt. 
Inglea, Mra. C. Gardiner-Jobnaou, Mr. 
Matthews, Joaquin Oliver, Mr. Overbeck, 
Lucien I'uard, Miaa Palmer, E. S. Steveua, 
Rev. and Mrs. Sowerby and six children, 
Mr. Taylor, Commander and Mrs. Walcot. 

R. N. Venning is of the Marine and Fiah- 
eriea Department at Ottawa, and ia return- 
ing from a mission to tho Commander 
Islands, on which ho was dispatched l)y the 
British Government. Hia duty was to ob- 
serve tho method in which tho regulations 
for the preservation of seal life are obairved 
there, and also to report upon the effect of 
the regulations. The information thus ob- 
tained is expected to be of nae in framing 
the regulations governing sealing in waters 
contiguous to Ruaeian territory under tno 
terms of tho recently conclnded agreement 
between Great Britain and R^issia. 

Capt. Ingles is an oiBoer of the Royal 
Navy, who is on hia way home to England, 
after having completed six years service aa 
naval advisor to the Government of Japan. 
He was recommended for this important 
post by tho British Admiralty. Capt. 
Ingles speaking to a Cglg:;is~ represents- 
tivo yesterday expressed a very high opin- 
ion of the Japanese navy. He says tho 
education of tlio higher officers has been 
very much increased of late years, and that 
concurrently with this advance in knowledge 
tho naval equipment has been improved, 
The Japanese are now able to build modern 
warships for themselves, ond they are about 
to place in commission tho largest vessel 
ever built in Japan. This ia a sister ship to 
two built in Franco to the order of the 
Japanese government. She is a 4,000 ton 
vessel, and in her armament includes a Gti 
ton Canet gun, which for its weight is tho 
most powerful in the world. Japan has now 
become so far advanced, says Capt. 
Ingles, that she is not much 
in need of advice on most points, but being 
so far removed from Western nations she 
requires a man acquainted with movements 
there to tell her when she ia going wrong, 
and such advice may save her a great deal 
of money. There now remains only one 
foreigner in tho Japanese navy, and he is an 
Engliahman named Hammond, a gunnery 
instructor, who went out with the naval 
mission sent from England at tho request of 
the Japanese Government twenty years ago. 
The mission was not retained very long, all 
the members being diepenaed with with the 
exception of Mr. Hammond, and the Japan- 
ese got along by themselves very well for 
twelve years, and then by their request 
Capt. Ingles went out aa naval adviser. 
'This office, to which there was attached the 
highest salary in the service, has now been 
abolished on the aoore of economy. In the 
army, as in the navy, there is now 
only one foreigner, a German major. 
An Italian ollicer looked after tho 
couat fortifications until a few years 
ago, but he fell into bad health and 
left. The 01 my he declares to bo in a splen- 
did condition, and to be I ho only army in 
the East that could march up to Ptkin ot 
any time. The soldiers ho dtclarea poaaeaa 
the Jnah and fire of the Spanish, with the 
patience of the Oriental, and the combina- 
tion makes them almost irresiacible in the 
Orient.

The Bemaius Taken From " La Made- 
leine" to the Hotel des 
Invalides. 



Grand and Eloquent Oration by 
Fremiei* Dnpuy— An Excertional 
Tribute. 



Paris, Oct. 12,'!.— On tho arrival of tlie 
mournera for Mursliul MiioMuhoa at ihe 
Church of L'i MudoloiiKi, vdatorduy, the 
army ol'.'oers took their pluces i\l tho right 
of the bier and the civilians at tho left, the 
gay colors of the uaiforina oontraating 
Btraogely with the black coats and mourn- 
ing hangings. A iov judges came In their 
red robes, and some 10 academioans walked 
iu behind them. Outside a grent crowd 
wutched tiud v.-aited in ailcnce, while far 
down the street stretched tho inotioulesa 
double lines of infantry, keepiag the wuy 
clear for the departure of the body from the 
church. 

The hearse was - drawn by six horees, 
caparisoned with silver and blaok ototh, 
having ab eaob corner the embroidered tri- 
color. On eaoh side were the carriages filled 

with wreaths. While the crowd was watch* 
ing the henreo iiUentlj' u e irriago wua driven 
up huatily ivtul Count Muenaler, tlie (uTinuc 
unibaaaiidor, hia head uncovered, Btep|)eil 
out. Aa ollicer of tlie Red Huaoura, witli a 
silver euL;lfl on hia glilieriuK helmet, follow- 
ed, and iiehiiid hhu eainu two giiuit ciruers 
of tho White Cuiiueaiora Tliero waaun un- 
easy shifliiig of the crowd, and a low mur- 
mur ran along the Hues nearest t!ic church. 
Muenater made a sign to a footman, and a 
landau, carrying Emperor's William's 
wreath, was driven to the curb. The wreath 
was of natural violets, too, roats and carna- 
tions, amont; which hung a huge silver "W." 
Xhe dropping of a pin could have been heard 
in the place de la Madeleine as the Germana 
mounted the steps and walked into the 
church, saluting aa they pissed the coiBa. 

When they were hardly gone General 
Loizillon, minister of war. Admiral Avelon, 
and Premier Depiiy arrived, cloaely fol- 
lowed by the iicUl ma.-shtil's two 
There was no ceremony at the church. The 
coUin was placed on the hearse, Clencral 
Sausaicr, commander of the troops iu Paris, 
waved hia sword, and tho cavalcade began, 
at 11:15 o'clock, to move slowly from tho 
church. Tho troopa presented arms and the 
band of the Republican Uuard struck np the 
first notes of Selliniok'a funeral march, 
Sphere aeemed to be ne end of carriages filled 
with flowera. Ihe moat conspicuous of all 
the exquisite pieces was the great wealth of 
Ruaaian liltiea, forget-me-nots, violets and 
lieartseaae, trimmea with blue and white 
ribbons, and bearing the words, "Imperial 
Mediterranean Sriuadron," It was tho tri- 
bute of tho Russian visitors to the dead 
soldier. All almg the route tho wreath 
was the signal for murmurs of admiration. 
The clergy preceded the heurae. At the 
corners walked Premier Depuy, Admiral 
Renier, marine minister; Challemel Lacour, 
president of tho 6anate, and General Loizil- 
lon, holding the cords of the pall. 

MacMahon's chestnut charter, the saddle 
covered with crape, was led behind tho 
hearse. Three nou-commiaBioncd oUlcers, 
carrying on cushions the Field Marshal's 
decorations, including the blaok eagle, were 
next, and aoldiers with the flags of tho Field 
Marshal's regiments followed. ' After the 
members of the MioMahon family cime 
General Borious, President Carnot'a repre- 
stntativc, the entire diplomatic corps, tho 
oUicera of the Ruaaian 11 ;et at Toulon, tho 
Uencrals of the Frencli army, the Admirals 
of the French navy, the uc .dumicians, and 
the civil and military deleg;ites. There 
were few marks of mourning along the route 
of tho procesaion. The lamp posts were 
hung with crape and here and there a flag 
fluttered from a window. Tho crowd was 
enormous. Hundreds of tliousanda lilled tho 
streets close up to the military lines, cover- 
ing tho roots of the bouses, blackened the 
'VVindows and packed the Place de la Con- 
corde, the Champa Elyseea and the Pout 
dea Invalidca. The Esplanade des Invalides 
was oucupied by troops. 

'i'lie hearse arrived at tho Hotel dea In- 
valided at 1'2:'20 o'clock. (lovernor-Oereral 
Arnoux met it at tho gate aud walked be- 
aide it to the court of honor. The gateway 
was hidden in mourning drapery and on 
each side of it hung eilver-apangled tablets 
on which wero recorded the field marshal's 
deeds in Africa end Italy. Within the 
court the veterans, many bearing the ecars 
received in battle under the field marshal'u 
command, were drawn up in Hue under t)ie 
flags of their former regiments. 'J'ho gal. 
leriea of the vast court lilled rapidly. In 
the empty clinpel Field Mursh-i' 'Jjiurohert 
could bo seen kueeliiig and widtiug for tho 
body of his brother-iu arms. I'rom the out- 
gide game the sound of ». 'illlod drums, clink- 
ing sabres and tho measjrod tread of in- 
fantry. Tho clattering of arms in the 
passage finally announced tho arrival of tho 
procession and the coffin was borne slowly to 
the chapel and placed on the catafalque be- 
fore the altar. 

The walls and pillara of the chapel v/crc 
hidden in blaok and huge silver oandcl- 
abria, and hundreds of candles illuminated 
the altar and brought out in startling relief 
a large white croaa on the black velvet cross. 
The choir and nave were filled with the 
great nu-n of France and tlieir gueatu. The 
place of honor in tlio choir was occupied by 
tho family. On the left wero the represen- 
tativca of the French und foreign armies. 
On tho right were iho membei-s of the Wpn. 
at.fi. In the nave were the naval ollhera, 
the dopuliea, judges, mayorii, univorsily 
Drofcssors, delegates from the provinces and 
Caltii;''*' and Protestant clergymen. Tiie 
priest w'/io niiniatered to the field marshal 
celehrutod low muas. Tho hand played the 
funeral muroh aud the choir rff|'!!f-niB. 
The body hiu-iiij; been liiken back to 
tho hearao in lliu middle of tho court. 

Premier Dupuy be{;an the funeral ora- 
tion. Ho referred briefly to the lield 
marshal's military career ; to the days of 
hia Buccosa und tho daya of hia di feata. 
" Through both viotorica and reverses," 
said M. Dupuy, "he preserved nn un- 
swerving faith and invincible hope in hia 
country's " destiny. He himself declared 
truly that,in 63 years of devoted service to 
hia country he had never been guided by 
other sentiment than honor, duty, and loy- 
alty to Ins fathcrliuid, Hiatory could ratify 
this declaration. He ucci-pled power with- 
out havinj^ even d(Hireil it, he exercised it 
with loyalty and idjandoiied it with e.\ei 
plary dignity. Ilia native integrity and 
aimplicity defeated the secret plots of thoac 
who, in iniposing power ahaut him, dia- 
counted tho political inex|jeriuneu (jf tho 
aoldier and hoped to make him tha willing 
instrument of their ambitions. Although 
he did not lean naturally towards 
the republican form of government, 
he- reapeoted tho national will, 
He Was never anybody's man — ho bolongod 
to Franco. He atood above party dlNcun- 
aion as a good ar^d great Frenchman, Thin 
fact oxplaina tho aympathy and mourning 
around his bier, as well as the high esteem 
of foreign Bovorelgna, who, whether under 



friendly or under hoatilo flags, appreciated 
his loyalty and purity of purpose. His body 
will be left at this spot, and our frlenda and 
guests who mingle their regrets with the 
tears of France may thoa . learn that the re- 
publio knows hnw to raise and maintain the 
imanie of a fathorlond above party disputes. 
When we leave this placo to-day, having 
said a laat farewell to our great soldier, let 
us preserve in our hearta to inspire aud 
load ua thit motto in which waa sum- 
niarizod hia whole noblo life : ' I'lvcrything 
for country, everything for country, every- 
thing for Franco.' " 

Tho fervor of M. Dupuy'a eulogy, doapito 
hia radical alliliationa in politics, waa regard- 
ed by all hearing him as an exceptional tri- 
bute to tho memory of tho dead aoldier. 
The hearse waa taken after tho sorvico '^o the 
F.aplanade dea Invalides where -10,000 troopa 
filed past and saluted. Tho infantry was 
represented by 16 line regiments, the oov- 
alry by six and the artillery by four. All 
had their colors wrapped with crape. As 
the troops passed the oiviliana atood with 
bared heads and the foreign military ropro- 
sontfttives saluted. The march past occu- 
pied nearly two hours. The Eusaians 
watched it with iutenao intereat. At 4:.'10 
o'clock the ceremony waa over.

— It is a long time 
since the Stock F^.vchango presented such a 
scene of e.'icitemeut as it did to-day. Tho 
transactions were on a heavy scale, footing 
up ■15'2,S7-t shares, and the excitement ron 
high. Tlie '■ bears " lost heavily yesterday 
through tho pheuomonal rise in the coalers, 
and were ill prepared for to-day'a develop- 
ments. The news from Washington came 
in the nature of a surprise to them. When 
it was finally announced that the silver 
senators had at last abandoned the field to 
thoir opponents a aort of panic aeized the 
" dhorts." Prices liounded up half ii point 
at a time, as in tlie case of American sugar, 
and it was common rep irt that a leading 
operator, noted for his line manipulation of 
industrial properties had been caught short 
of tho stock and had been compelled 
to cover at a very heavy loss. 
This, it waa said, accounts for 
the jump in the stock to 101 near tho close. 
After tho operator in ([uestion had been 
forced to cover tho stock dropped back to 
994. Early this morning it sold at 97|. 
Lackawanna was also very erratic in its 
movomenta. It opened .} lower, dropped to 
1G2, rallied to 16G^, and receded to Hi-jJ. 
The break to 102 waa duo to reporta that 
some of the "shorta" had made private acttlo- 
monts with the "bulla," It was claimed 
that tho basis was 16'J. Tho general list 
opened Bornowhat irregular, but soon after- 
wards Reading loomed into prominence. It 
rose on enormous transactions to L'.'i. The 
advance was accompunied by intimations 
that tho Vanderbilta would take hold of the 
property and extricate it from its dilliculty. 
The whole market moved up with great 
rapidity in the last hour of business and 
when augar sold at 10-t, the excitement was 
intenac.

About tho only definite announcement 
made after ciiinpromiau waa declared oil' waa 
that there would be no ell'ort to-morrow at 
cloture, and that the silver men liad re- 
organized their forces and were pre|iare(l to 
continue the tight indefinitely. \Vhetlier 
given out in earneat or for a purpose, some of 
the silver Si-'uatora announceil, when they 
heanl tho compromiao liill would not be pro- 
(lenteii, that they would make no more 
factious opposition, but would give way aa 
soon us the prepared upeechea wero con- 
cluded and let the repeal bill pasa. There 
can be little doubt that Senator Voorhoea 
had in mind early in the day, when he said 
he would aak for adjournment inatoad of a 
recess last night, the bringing up of a cloture 
reaolution afterwarda. When be afterwarda 
allowed a recess instead of adjournment he 
cut off all possibility of taking that question 
up now. 

Senators Palmer and McPherson and 
other ri'peal Senators had a long conference 
with the President yesterday. When he 
returned to the Senate chamber Palmer 
auid ho thtmght (doliirfi would bo under- 
taken soon, " It has come," ho said " to be 
a question whether tho minority shall rule. 
It is more important oven than the finan- 
cial (lueatioa. We shall have to have that 
fight out." It is believed Senator Palmer 
expressed the acntimenta of the executive. 
There is no ndstaking tho fact that 
many silver Ueniocratic Senatora feel greatly 
relieved that tho compromise amendment 
will no bo oli'ered. They say they surren- 
dered their convictions contrary to their 
best judgment, and they are more than 
willing to have tho administration take tho 
responsibility of not accepting a Bottlenient. 
Some repeal Senators who have heretofore 
stood etaunc'nly by tho administration are 
also criticising tho course which waa pur- 
sued io the compromiae matter by the ad- 
ministration. 

Senators opposed to unconditional repeal 
are still laboring to secure a majority of 
Uemooratio Senatora in favor of compromise. 
One of them said to-night that they had 
secured, including Senator Daniel who 
signed to-day, ihirty-threo names 

Tho situation in tho Senate this morning 
did not appear to have changed over night. 
The western men wero in earnest yeaterday, 
and will continue to fight if they liave tho 
assiatance of the Senators who last evening 
declared their intention of opposing tho ad- 
ministration on tho silvor (juestion. The 
Uepublicins will inai-it, however, that their 
southern friends assume their share of the 
ao-callcd filibusteiing and give help of u 
more material character than mere speaking 
and voting against tho bill. They must not 
help to make a quorum. The weatern men 
aay this morning they see no reason to be- 
lieve there bs.a been any change iu the 
aittiatlon. 

In discussint; tlio queution Senator Du- 
bois said this morning the silver Republi- 
cans would wage a vigorous contest, as they 
had in the past, provided their allies did 
their share of tho work. " Wo of the 
West," said tho tcnator, " believe uncondi- 
tional repeal better for silver than the com- 
promise agreed upon laat Saturday. 
Should unconditional repeal pass there 
there would be a reaction in favor of silver. 
Hard times would inevitably follow and tho 
peoplo would then appreciate the good that 
cornea from the uao of thia metal as part of 
tho money of the country. Aa between this 
proposition and a compromiae which gi 
ua a miserable pittance we prefer inie 
ditional rejieal, knowing tliat out of that 
evil good will rcRjlt. At the aametime, M 
don't want this blow to fall upon our pcopl 
It would l)i-o8trato Induatrica aud paralyze 
business. Unconditional repeal, while it 
would prove the aasertious we have made 
here relative to silver, would be hound to 
work a hardship upon the productions of 
the atate that ought not to bo perpetuated 
We ought to bo given a fair comiiromiao 
that holds something for our people and 
will enable them to accommodate theniHelvi H 
to tho new order of Ihinga. 'J'he law ought 
not to take ellect until after it ia out three 
yeara, and during that time about tlirt 
million ouncea of uilver per month aliould 1 
purchased. By extending tho tin.o as I havo 
indicated the coming electiona would bo held 
and the people could have apoken. As to 



London, Oob. '24.— A leading mendior of 
tho banking house of J. S. Morgan & Co., 
of London, being interviewed by a United 
Presa reporter on the silver queation in tho 
United States, said he doubted the truth of 
tho report that Preaiilent Cleveland intended 
to auapend tho puroliaso of silver. At tlio 
some timo bo thunj^'ht that such a proceed- 
ing was not impoBHihlo and that in the prea- 
ont state of tho public mind tho Prcaident 
might not fool any great risk in adopting 
that courao. Such action woubl be aiirdlar 
to (iladatone's in overcoming tho opposit- 
ion to tho abolition of the custom of pur- 
chaaing comniiHsiona in the army, Tho 
American pubjio would probably support 
Preaident Cleveland in suspending the ailver 
purchase olauao just us willingly aa the 
English supported Gladstono in abolish- 
ing the purohasinn of army eomniiaaior.s, 
" Nevertheleaa," he continued, " lam not 
diapoaed to believe more than the President 
himaelf haa declared. The President !a a 
sincere man, ^ritb the good of the country 
at heart, and I hope he will aucoeed. It ia 
not surprising that tho United Statoa feels 
the preaaure of tho aituation severely. The 
Secretary of t he Tn eaury'a Btatenieiit, sug- 
gesting a dellcit, i.-j moat aeri 'Ua. 1 cannot 
say that 1 allrilnite the aituation entirely to 
the silver policy. The fo.lllng oil' ia doubt- 
les-i largely due to the general contrnction (jf 
trade, but the aituation is necesaarily aggra- 
vateii by the poaition of silver, aa waa 
ahown by the iuiprovomeat in tho outlook 
immediately after repeal was expected und 
the aubsccjuent relapse. It ia not iu the na- 
ture of thinga that any government, finding 
ita revenues leaseniug from general causes, 
would view calmly the existence of a statu- 
tory arrangement requiring the Govoroment 
to purchase periodically the ailver which tho 
country doea not want and which only iu- 
oreaaes the greatly depreciated stock in the 
vaults."

Now, we all know that this is a proili- 
gious falsohoo(L It i.s tho moving man, 
the pusher, flii' Imstler, tho rustler, or 
whatever elsi' lir> may b(> caned, wlio 

succeeds and makes for himself i)osition, 
money and Infiuonce. The human bowl- 
der gathers moss indeed, but it is tho 
moss of decay and tho rust of inaction. 

But opposed to this is another proverb 
equally false, "Homely youth havo ever 
homely wits," a statement perhaps true 
in Shakespeare's time, but not at all 
true now, for it is in qttiet and seclu- 
sion, at home, or college, or in some sort 
of retirement, that "wits," if wits mean 
intellect and mental processes, go on 
the best, and tlio scientist, tho chemist, 
the philosopher, the lecturer or the 
preacher would come to gteat grief if 
he had not somo sort of "home" to shut 
himself into. 

But the popular saying wdnch just 
now annoys me the most is one that your 
friends always present to you in times 
of trouble and perplexity, generally ofiEer- 
ing it with a sort of benevolent and per- 
functory air, as if it were a piece of re- 
ligious consolation or a well proved 
recipe for happiness, a sort of panacea 
for every ill of spirit, mind or body. It 
is sometimes expressed in one form, 
sometimes another, but the idea is, "All 
things come round to him who -will but 
wait." 

Now, I appeal to you, my dear reader, 
to say if that proiniso has fulfilled itself 
in your life. It certainly has not in 
mine. "Wo all of us, I suppose, start in 
life with some faroll ideal of hapi»iness 
or at least pleasure glittering like a star 
in our future, either remote or close at 
hand. It is like the golden cup which 
we were told in our childhood is to be 
found hanging on tho end of the rain- 
bow. Probably most of us havo onco or 
twice setoff full of hope to find that cup, 
but I havo yet to hear of r'ly one who 
has achieved it. And do wo generallj' 
gain these early ideals? Have you? 
Think a bit of what you wanted most 
at 15, at 20, at 25, and so on. Have you 
ever really and fnllj' obtained it? Prob- 
ably you have changed that ideal many 
times, you havo set tho goal where you 
were to rest satisfied farther and farther 
away, but havo you ever reached it? In 
ono word, havo you found in your own 
expi'rience that "all things come round 
to him wdio will hut wait'r" 

Doubtless we havo often derived com- 
fort from tho ])lirase, for most people 
aro very reaily t<i lake words fdr things. 
Somo (jldcr pi-rsoii has said it to us with 
that assured and benevolent manner of 
which I spoke but now — some parent c<r 
friend or clergyman to whom we have 
applied for counsel and comfort — and \\ 6 
have received it as a sort of prophetic 
promise and gone away with the lecding 
that all is now going to bo set right and 
wo havt^ unly ti> wait a bit to havo oiu' 
heart's desire fulfilled in the complotest 
manner. 

And does it? 

It is about as rational a belief as that 
wo attach to tho words of a fortune 
teller to wliom wo havo furtively applied 
.in Bomo lorriblo muddle of cur affairs. 
Sho has "prophesied smooth things" in a 
very impressive manner, and even while 
_ jeering at our own credulity wo go away 
with a sort of .shamefaced faith that per- 
haps, after all, she is right, and ;it any 
rate wo feel a little encouraged. 

And how common sense insists upon 
reminding us of the failure of various 
other similar ventures! ' 

The young girl fixes her affections or 
perhaps only her fancy upon .somo man, 
who in turn has fixed his upon some 
-other woman, or, as Is more likely, upon 
himself and his own interests. "All 
things come round to him who will btit 
wait," wlii.spors tho poor child to herself, 
and sho modestly and silently waits un- 
til the man either marries tho other girl 
or drifts out of her horizon altogether. 
' Perhaps tho "waiting" lover is tho 
man — ono of those men who prido them- 
selves upon their tenacity of purpose 
■and power of controlling fate. He pays 



court to tho woman of his choice, and 
she, having like a boo just lighted upon 
tho proffered blossom and sipped tho 
quality of its honey, declines to take any 
more of it, bo sho wooed never so im- 
portunately. So hi!, too, fixes his faith 
upon Time and waits for that official to 
bring round his heart's desire. And 
does he? 

Well, I am bound to confess that here 
and till r is a case where tlin woman, 
tired out with her lover's persistency, 
marries him to get rid of him, but does 
sho do it? And docs ho find that Time 
has brought liini tho spirit of that ho do- 
sired or only lantali/.ed him with tho 
empty li^tt<'r? I\loro often, however, the 
girl only encourages him enough to keep 
him along and uses him as a butt and 
foil for her other flirtations, a beto de 
8oufi"ranco to bo finally dropped with a 
scornful laugh or a pettish disclaimer 
whi'n tho man sho loves finally makes 
his definite ofi'er. 

But outside of sentiment or lovemak- 
iiig there aro plenty of people who, 
trusting to this delusive promise, prove 
ftu- tliemselvos its falsity — the young 
man, for instance, who intends to bo 
rich. IIo is told of the inillionairos 
who havi! begun life with 2 or 13 jionco 
in their pockets and tho traditional 
"bundle under their arms," and some- 
body with that exasperating air of giv- 
ing an invaluable foruuila of success 
adds, "All things come round to him who 
will hut wait."' 

.So ho goes to work at per month, 
and after awhile is raised to $10 and 
|5;20, and so on, and keeps "waiting" with 
tho most generous reliance uiion that 
cliarmin.g promise, waiting through boy- 
hoi}d and youth and young manhood, 
until sdiiio fine day he suddenly per- 
ceives that ho is a gray haired, middle 
aged man with a few most painfully 
saved thousands in the bank and a salary 
wdiicb just ena'ilos him to live comforta- 
bly and to put l>y a litth^ every year. 
And those are all the things that "havo 
como round to reward A its waiting. 

Perhaps he has no ambition to be a 
"Vanderbilt; perhaps ho only desires to 
have a house of his own, a horse and 
trap, u conifcirtahle homo for the girl ho 
means to marry; perliajis he is a good 
young fellow and wants to t;ike care of 
his widowed mother and little sisters as 
well as tho wife, lie goes bravely about 
his task, knowing that lie cannot nearly 
reach the mark just yet. but then, you 
know, "All things come round," etc. 

Ho finds hundreds — yes, thousands— of 
other Richards in the field; ho finds tho 
labor market glutted; he finds trained 
skill demanded where he has only will- 
ing service to render. II(! is not one of 
tho exceptional fow who hit upon the 
royal road to success through some in- 
vention or some system as yet unheard 
of. He is only capable of routine work 
performed in a plodding sort of fashion, 
and although ho is never out of employ- 
ment ho never makes any great success 
or receives any great emolument until 
at last, when the mother is dead, and tho 
sisters married or earning their own liv- 
ing as school teachers or typists, and the 
wife worn and fretted ^vith hope too 
long deferred, ho sees that ho might 
havo a horso and trap iierhajis, but after 
all he doesn"t care for driving, and the 
boys will need the money, or the girls 
must have it, and so it goes. 

Yet another class of patient waiters 
tjpon this ignis fatuus of ,'i la-omiso aro 
the brethren of niy own craft— tho writ- 
ers. 

A man, or for that matter itis in these 
days more of ten « woman, who feels with- 
in herself the cacoethesscribendi, imme- 
diately stakes out her homestead on Par- 
nassus and selects her niclio in the tem- 
ple of fame. .Shakespeare, Milton, Bul- 
wer, George Eliot, Dickens and the rt^st 
are her brothers and sisters. They had 
to make a beginning, and so will she. 
They havo made glorious endings, and 
so will sho. Their names aro known 
all over tho w*»rlil, and hers is not known 
at all, but then "all things come round 
to him who will but wait," and sho 
doesn't minil waiting for a year ar hap- 
ly two. 

So tho poor thing begins, and if my 
tone is jilayfullj- scoffing my heart is 
full of tho tende'resi sympathy and jrtty, 
for I havo seen and known it all so of- 
ten, tried to warn some of these gallant 
adventurers of the perils of their voy 
ago and to point out the fact that amid 
such crowded fli'ots as daily put to sea 
upon tho inky ocean coniiiaralivel}' few 
of tho brave little craft reach tho harbor 
of success, whili! tlii' r<'st aro stranded 
on Charybdis, or swallowed up in Scyl- 
la, or swamped by collision with their 
rivals, or lost and wrecked from any 
ono of !i hundred causes iinpossiblo to 
foresee. 

"But I am bravo and patient," tho as- 
pirant will answer, with a smile. "I can 
w.iit for months, or even a year or two, 
and 'all things come round to him who 
will but wait." " 

So the victim starts out, writes her 
poem, or her essay, or her serial story, 
for these hopeful iieojdo never think of 
doing less than the heroic and never d(!r- 
scend to the level of tho short, pithy story, 
which is tho only salable kind of manu- 
script, and sh(! or ho simds it first to the 
leading magazines, with jKirhaps a lino 
suggesting that the author knows that 
Longfellow received $500 forasinoilar 
work, but she is content to begin with 
^100. Tho editor smiles compassionately 
and sends hack the ^IS. Then it sifts 
down through the lower channels of lit- 
erature until it finally reaches home for 
the last time and sleeps in the grave of 
"rejected addresses." 

Now, not wishing to hf! inieantliropic 
or discouraging to any bravo endeavor, 
I apiioal to all literary experts to decide 
out of their own oxperienco and obser- 
vation tho truth to such a one as this 
author of the proverb whicli has buoyed 
biin or her up. Docs anything of conse- 
quence "como round" after long waiting? 
Is it not ratluir the rule that the author 
who fails to gain somo measure of buc- 
coNs and recdgnition in the first two or 
three yoiirs of mature efifort never will 
succeed? If relying ttpon his false maxim 
ho persists in ofiering his wares here, 
there and everywhere, and accepting 
tho lowest prices and poorest places, bo 
will doubtlgss earn somo money and 
have the pleasure of seeing himself in

SOUTH AMEBICAN BEPDBLICS. 

Snspension of the Bombardment of Rio- 
News of the Sister StAtes. 



MciNTEviDEo, Oct. 121.— The bombard- 
ment of the capital has been suspended. 
One reaeon given in Rio for this acticin is 
tliat Admiral Mello is waiting the arrival of 
the ship Ciudad d'Oporto, which set out 
from this port recently loaded with provi- 
sions, but especially ammunition, for Mello. 
She has not reached Rio harbor yet, and 
ooDsequenlly it is surmised the rebel 
gunners have almost exhausted their gun- 
powder and projectiles, and do not think 
it wise to use what they have left lest be- 
fore the arrival of the Oporto with fresh 
supplies, some of Peixoto'a ahipB, though in- 
ferior in size aud slrcngth might engage the 
rebel Equadron, and after obliging them to 
exhaust their aromnnition in repalsiog the 
Bttacic, overpower them by mere force of 
numbers.

The Hindry-Munn FoIey-CJuthrio party 
left Kaalo for Spokane on Sunday, taking 
the Stato of Idaho. It ia stated they went 
to Spokane eo aa to bo better able to coni- 
mnnicato witli "Jim" Hill of tho Great 
Northern. If tho negotiations result satis- 
factorily, they will be back at Kaalo this 
week. 

Among tho best known groupa of claims 
in Slooau district is the Reed & Robinson, 
on Four-Mile creek. It ia reported the 
group ia under bond to John A. Finch, a 
mining man prominent in the Cceur d'Aleno 
country. Tho amount of tho bond is said to 
be §40,000. This group was under bond at 
one time to the Duluth syndioato. 

A abort account of the work done on the 
mine that "Joe" Bourgeois stumbled against 
over on the Sc. Mary's, a year or so ago, 
aud afterwards sold for 840,000 to a syndi 
cate of which "Dan" Mann, the railroad 
contractor, appears to be tho manager, will 
be of interest to the men who be 
lieve that all the big mines it 
Kootenay are to tho west of Kootenay 
lake. The shaft first sunk was found to he 
useless, and cuts were run across tho lodge 
in sovorul places. The first cut is some 
60 feet norili of the shaft, and it shows that 
tho ore body is 50 feet wide, with two 
streaks of galena, each about 10 feet in 
width. A vviuza was sunk 37 fost in this 
cut, but work had to be stopped owing to 
tho inflow of water, which will be trouble- 
some once tho mine ia worked at any depth. 
Good-looking galena shows in tho bottom of 
tho winze. Another cut was run 200 feet 
farther north without cutting either wall. 
Galena assaying 71 ounces was exposed, and 
preparations wero being nuuie to sink a 
winze when operations at tlio mine were 
suspended. About 140 feet to tho aouth of 
tho shaft a cut was run which proves 
the ledge to bo sixty-threo feet wide be- 
tween walls, and tho ore oi eo good a grade 
that every ton of it would pay to run 
through a smelter. It is solid galena on the 
foot wall and carbonates mixed with galena 
the remainder of the width. Tho ledge is 
thus prospected for a distance of 500 feet. 
It is not known when work will be resumed, 
but aa the property is in tho hands of men 
with capital, it is safe to assume that work 
will be started again as soon as tho silver 
question is definitely settled in the United 
States. 

A towDsite has been platted at the point 
where Cherry Creek empties into Kootenay 
river. As the road from the North Star 
mine must pass through the townsite, its 
owners believe they have a good thing. It 
has been named " Mannville."

24 —The unusual 
placidity of the Senate to-day, and the com- 
paratively early hour at which its proceed- 
ings closed, were a very fair indication of 
the general feeling. After tho long and 

has experienced, land ia in sight. There 
were only two speeches, or rather seotiona 
of spoechos, made, and they were those of 
tho Nevada Senators, Messrs. Stewart and 
Jones.

Mr. Diiuison (Democrat, 
Alabama,) made a vigorous speech against 
Mr. Dalziol (Republican, Pennsylvania,) 
favored such a bill, if objootionable features 
could bo iininated aa did also Mr. Ray, 
N Y., and Mr. Bryan (Democrat, Nebraska.) 
Mr. Ray proposed to otler numeroua amend- 
ments, while Mr. Bryan said that he did not 
believe that the bill could bo perfected. 

The chief inoidout; of the day was a silver 
discussion which the declaration of Mr. 
Deuison, that silvor bad been demonetized 
hy the Demooratio party, precipitated. 
Mr. Patterson (Dem., Tenu.,) said that* the 
repeal of the Sherman Act would not eli- 
minu'o one dollar of silver from oilCttlation. 
Mr. Bland, interrupting, said it remains in 
circulation like greenbacks, to be redeemed 
in gold. It ia virtually as money demone- 
tized, and tho gentleman from Tcnneasoe 
cannot deny it. (Applause on the Demo 
cratic side.) The Gill that denioneli/ea 
silver called the repeal bill, goes further 
than that. It re-cnacta tho provisions of the 
Sherman law that all tho silver shall be re- 
deemed in gold. (Applause on the Demo- 
cratic side.) Mr. J'alleraon — 'T di-n'tj un- 
derstand, but I do admit that it ia tlio 
policy of tho odininiatration to retain every 
dollar of silver now in circulation ut a par 
with gold. Mtaars. Bryan (Dcin., Nob.,) 
and Pence (Pop., Colo.,) were drawn into 
the colloquy and bi-metallism was discussed 
for some time. At 4:45 the House adjourned. 

DAVITT'S HAEB LUCK.

season they did not uho the .dl-rail route for 
grain, but stored it and forwarded it by 
water. Tho extremely low prices rendered 
cheap water transportation imperative, 
drain was huuled from Chicago, Duluth and 
Port Arthur this aummer at aa low a rate aa 
five centa per bushel, and from Chicago to 
Bulfalo for one and a half cents. However, 
the Manitoba farmers were getting within a 
couple of cents per bushel this fall for wheat 
of what they received last season. 

Tacoma West Coast Trade : Waohingtrn 
is bound to populate tho natural beds with 
which she is blessed with tho large ajd juicy 
Eastern oyster, and there are a largo num- 
ber of experimenta under proceaa at tho 
present timo with this end in view, most of 
which are proving successful. The work on 
the Sound ia largely the result of private 
enterprise, but in Willapa harbor the Uni- 
ted States fish commission will, next spring, 
place a largo number of oysters, brought 
from Chesapeake bay, Long Island sound 
and Plymouth, Mass. The difficulty of a 
lower temperature of water can, it is 
thought, be overoome by planting an ex- 
cessively large number and have enough 
left, even after a portion have succumbed, 
to insure propagation. Although it is high- 
ly desirable that the Eastern oysters should 
become a permanent resident of these 
waters, the native product is not to bo de- 
spised, and is steadily increasing in popu- 
larity. Shoalwater bay makes constant 
shipments to San Francisco and Portland, 
while tho Olympia oyster is a well-known 
commodity with every dealer on tho Sound 
and Portland, tho latter city taking fully 
150 sacks a week, at §.'!.75 a sack wholesale. 
J. C. Horr, one shipper, alone pays §2,000 
cash to men who gather the crop.
